The Circassian Carmltj. 


The noble Circassians who have been fight- 


ing against Russia independently of Turkey, 
and who have so long set at defiance the 
whole power of the Aut4Jbrat, have, within 
a short time, been taken into the Turkish 
Army. 
A description: of this remarkable 


cavalry may therefore, be interesting at this 
time, as they are probably, to play a con- 
spicuous part in the present war between 
Turkey and Russia. 
It is by a Prussian 


officer, who seems familiar with them and 
their mode of warfare. 
He says, they 


wear a pointed steel helmet, with n long 
horse-tail pendant from it. A net ot steel 
work hangs down from the lower part of the 
helmet, protects the front and nape of the 
neck, nnd is looped together under the chin, 
underneath a short vest, cut in the Polish 
fashion. 
He is clad in a species of coat of 


mail, consisting of small bright rings of steel 
intervened. His arms, from the wrist to the 
elbow, and his legs, from the front of the 
skin bone to the knee, are gmirded by thin 
plates of steel. Two long Tukrish pistols, 
as well as a pnignin-J, are stuck into his gir- 
dle. He hus u leather strap, with a noose, 
like a Mexican lasso, hanging at his side, 
which he throws with great dexterity over 
the head of his enemy. A Turkish sabre 
and a long Turkish musket are slung behind 
his back, and two cartridge-holders across 
his breast. The skill with which the Cir- i 
cassians use the weapons ia really beyond be- j 
lief. 
He states that he hus seen them re- 


peatedly tiro at apiece of card lying on the 
ground, at full speed, without ever missing. 
They will pick up a piece of money from the 
ground while executing a charge, by bend- 
ing themselves round below the horses belly, 
and after seizing the piece, suddenly throw 
themselves into tho saddle. They form the 
choicest body of cavalry in the Turkish ser- 
vice, and when charging, they attack their 
opponents with u sabre in each hand, man- 
aging their reins with their month, they 
will spring out of their saddles, take aim and 
fire from behind their horses, then jump in- 
to their saddles again, wheel round and re- 
load their guns as they retreat in full career. 
They are perfect .madmen in the attack,.and 
lew troops could withstand -the utter reck- 
lessness of danger they, e(vince.

Our corn and cattle 
are in proportion^ So that, somewhere in 
the world we feed two millions of other 
people. One million of these people, fed by 
Ohio, ure in New England, to which we sell 
a million of barrels of flour, with pork nnd 
lard to match. 
We can feed a mi Ilion more, 


and those will be in Europe chiefly. With- 
out nt all infringing on H proper portion of 
woods, meadows, pasture, and fallow, Ohio 
cultivates twelve millions of acres in amble 
ground. At our present averages, this would 
give us eighty millions of bushels of wheat, 
nnd one hundred nnd sixty millions of corn-- 
full enough for the support of twelve mill- 
ions of people."
